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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), which 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Claim Interpretation 

2. Claim 1 recites "a metal magnetic powder... formed from crystals having an 
average size... of at least 30 nm, and from crystal grain having an average size of at 
least 10 microns" (claim 1 , lines 2 to 4, emphasis added by the Examiner). In view of 
the terms, "formed from" and "from" (emphasized above), claim 1 has been interpreted 
to mean that the metal magnetic powder is merely formed from, that is, is made from 
materials having the recited size characteristics. This means that the recited size 
characteristics are considered directed to the starting material from which the claimed 
powder is made, with no requirement that the finished powder as claimed possess 
these size characteristics. Thus, the claims are not limited to a metal magnetic powder 
possessing the recited size characteristics, but rather are considered to encompass a 
metal magnetic powder possessing any size characteristics. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

4. Claims 1 to 7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tsukada et al. (Tsukada '636, US Patent No. 5,800,636, cited by the Examiner). 

Tsukada '636 teaches a soft magnetic iron powder with a particle size of 75 to 
200 microns (column 6, lines 26 to 32) that is encompassed by the claims. Tsukada 
'636 teaches that the disclosed iron powder is used to make cores (column 2, lines 30 to 
36) as recited in applicants' claim 5. Tsukada '636 teaches that the disclosed iron 
powder is coated with a binder and an insulator (column 2, lines 30 to 36, column 9, 
lines 60 to 65 and Example 1 ) as recited in each of claims 3, 4, 6 and 7. In view of the 
explanation set forth above under the heading, Claim Interpretation, applicants' claimed 
invention does not distinguish over Tsukada '636's disclosed soft magnetic powder and 
core.
